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IMPERILLING RELATIONS 


It is highly important that this 
great nation supply no firearms 
or unnecessary weapons to the 
dangerous factions in theMexi- 
ean republic by hostile acts of 
Congress or state legislatures. 

There are two ways of estab- 
lishing permanent friendly rela- 
tions with the Mexican republic. 
in the opinion of the Manufact- 
urer. 

1. By fairly conducted busi- 
ness investments and industrial 
enterprises backed by American 
capital in Mexico. 

2. By fair treatment of nearly 
a million Mexican laborers and 
Spanish-American population in 
the border state. 

This means equility before the 
law in the legislatures of the 
border states. That right to 
equal trehtment as human beings 
is trampled under foot in a bill 
referred to by the Phoenix Ga- 
zette as ‘‘a disgrace to Arizona.”’ 

It says: *‘Thig bill is a mis- 
take. It ig an indictment against 
the citizens of the state who 
speak the Spanish language. It 
is aimed at the Mexican and it 
seeks to deprive him of the right 
to work in industrial and agricul- 
tural camps alike, unless: he can 
carry: on a conversation in Eng- 
lish. 

- “In the bill the Mexican may 
dig ditches and that is all, so far 
ag hazardous occupations are 
eoncerned. The bill would im- 
ply that Mexicans must speak the 
Efiglish language as well as the 
most gifted senator before he 
ean qualify to enter a mine or 
drive a tractor or follow a plow. 

“The chief opponent to the 
bill, for 35 years a resident of 
the Globe-Miami mining district, 
said that copper, like cotton to- 
day has practically no market, 
and to put such a bill into opera- 
tion would ‘shut down the mines, 
throwing out of work 10,000 men 
in hig own district and pauper- 
izing all Gila county, or 50,000 
persons, 

‘‘He said it is an impossibility 
for old Mexicans to learn English 
sufficiently to carry on a con- 
versation but that they know 
enough English to take and exe- 
cute orders of bosses: 

“‘He said that as examining 
physician of the local board, 
there he had seen young Mexi- 
cans go away to war while Mex- 
ican fathers answered the call 
of Mr. Wilson and helped to mine 
much needed copper for the war. 

“‘These men could not speak 
English in fine, clear periods. 
like senators, but they worked 
in hazardous oceupations faith- 
fully and understood English as 
spoken by their bosses. : 

“‘The farm owner has no quar. 
rel with Mexicans any more than 
has the mine owner or merchant. 
The Mexican is a good citizen if 
the agitator will let him alone. 
Therefore this bill is against the 
Mexican workingmen, no matter 
how it is worded. 

“The Mexican is a good 
spender. -That much, Mr. Mer- 
cant, concerns you especially. 
The Mexican sends no money 
back to Europe. He spends it 
all in our country. 

“During the débate the ‘man 
istrict was asked to yield the 
oor toward the close of his 


mines did. not contribute as much 
toward the war in cash, through 
bonds and the like, as the man 
‘of blood’ or any other member 
present ? 

“The government knows the 
facts. Campaign managers in 
the camps kn6w the facts. The 
Mexican miners contributed hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to 
enable the United States to win. 
the war.”’ 

With all immigration cut off 
from Europe, with the most dan- 
gerous I. W. W. and German 
propagandists sowing hatred in 
and among the Mexican’ and 
Spanish-American laboring class- 
es in our country and in Mexi- 
eo, to enact laws against the toil- 
ers of Mexican blood in_ this 
country would be a_ serious 
blunder.
